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SOLAR POWER BATTERY CHARGER 
by Joe Rice-W4RHZ 


It is now possible to use the sun's energy to do useful work. For 
years we have had photo-electric cells which were able to detect light , 
rays. These did not have suitable power to do useful work. 

Here is a battery (cell) charger operating from one of the new 
solar cells. These cells are capable of providing from 50 to 100 ma. of 
current. There are two models. The ones I used are sold by Radio Shack 
under the trade name of ARCHER and having part No, 276-128, Calectro 
Company has two models also. They sell them as single units or one 
model has two cells connected in series providing 1-volt at 50 ma. 

These satellite type cells are rated at their full current capacity 
of 50 ma only in bright sunlight. They are rated at 0.5 volts each. In 
order to obtain a voltage of 1.5 volts they must be connected in series. 

As a demonstration unit I used an EVEREADY CH-50 Nickel-Cad- 
mium cell rated at 1.2 volts and a current capacity rated at 1.2 amps- 
hours. This was a type D cell, 

I found that the cell you wished to charge could not be left in the 
circuit as in the absence of light the cell would discharge through the 
energy cells. Whether the energy cells provided a resistance path, or 
whether they acted as a primary cell is not known to me. The fact re- 
mains, however, that some means must be provided to disconnect the 
battery from the energy cell in darkness or the battery will be dischar- 

The addition of a diode, such as a 1N34, connected in series with 
one of the leads solves this problem. It also adds another problem. There 
ia a voltage drop in the neighborhood of about 0.2 to 0.4 volts across 
the diode. So it takes another energy cell to compensate for this addition- 
al IR drop. 

There is a lot of variation in the amount of sunlight available on a 
given day. This can be adjusted by the switch as shown. For a bright, sun- 
shiny day, you will need the minimum voltage and for various conditions 
of overcast you can add more cells as the condition warrants. 

Although I have shown only one cell it is a simple matter to add 
more in parallel or for that matter you can arrange for higher voltages 
for other batteries.

FCC administered amateur radio license examinations. Applicants who 
pass the code test for the class of license for which they are applying will 
receive credit for the code test even if the applicant fails the written 
portion of the examination. This code test credit will be good for up to 
‘One year, and valid only at the FCC office that administered the code 
test. For example, an applicant for a General Class license who passes 
the 13 wpm test, but fails the written portion, will receive a certificate 
giving him credit for the 13 wpm code test.
